Gazette Telegrams Give Three Hours Later News Than Chicago Afternoon Papers Sold in Janes* 


Washington, Aug. 31—Special—While the nations of 


Europe are discussing the proposal of the emperor of Russia 
for the disbandment of the armies of that continent, the offic- 
ials in this city are discussing plans for a further improve- 
ment of the naval and military branches of the service. 
The 


recent war has demonstrated that the armored cr'uiier and 
the modern battleship are practically invulnerable, and are 
capable of inflicting great damage upon an enemy either on 
land or sea. 
Speed has been shown to be one of the chief 


requisites, and in this respect the American vessels clearly 
have an advantage over those ot any other nation. 
The 


steering apparatus, enablhg rapidity in the change of posi- 
tion, has also been found to be an efficient means of attain 
ing success, both because it enables a vessel to present the 
least area of front to opposing gunners and because it gives 
the attacking squadron a chance to use either its broadsides 
or its pivot guns as may seem to be most desirable. 


In the matter of armor nothing thus far produced can 


resist the impact of a heavy projectile fired from a laigegun. 
The war vessel of the future will be no more protected by 
armor than that of the present. 
For most emergencies a six- 


inch plate is about as good as one double that thickness. It 


will be the task of the future to design vessels that can es- 
cape being hit rather than to build those that' can resist the 
impact of the modern prejectile. This will be done by con- 
structing low hulls rather than great floating forti esses that 
make a fine target for an enemy. 


The age of the. torpedo boat, if it ever had any, has 


gone. They were of no use whatever during the war, and in 
place of being a help have been a hindrance wherever they 
have been employed. 


The art of gunnery will receive greater attention in the 


future than it has in the past. 
The signal victories of the 


American over the Spanish sliips are due more to the super- 
ior skill of the American gunners than to the extraordinary 
excellence of our vessels or the greater power of our ord- 
nance. 
At Manila and Santiago this fact was strikingly de- 


monstrated, for there were few shots fired from our vessels 
that failed to do execution.. 
' 


Fewer opportunities have presented of drawing lessons 


for the benefit of the army. 
The chief one is that means 


must be devised for the better equipment and provisioning of 
the soldiers in camp, and the.selection of camps that shall be 
comparatively immune from contagious and malarial diseas-
